was advised of the identities o e interviewing Ágents and 


that they wished to talk to her concerning her employment 

and activities at Hurley, Wisconsin. JOHNSON stated that she 
was Willing to talk with interviewing Agents and advised 
substantially as follows: 


MILDRED JOHNSON was employed as a stripper at the 
Club Carnival in the summer of 1968 which consisted of the 
months of July and August and for two weeks in December, 1968, 
which was approximately from December 8 through December 21st. 
JOHNSON was hired by Consolidated Orchestras, Kansas City, 
Missouri, Mr, CHET STAMPS, Agent, and worked directly for 
Mr. JOHN GASBARRI, known to JOHNSON as "Jackpot". 


JOHNSON advised that a Mr, DICK MATTRELLA is also a 
partner at the Club Carnival in Hurley, Wisconsin, with "Jackpot" 
but was never there when JOHNSON was there. JOHNSON stated that 
in July, 1968, she traveled to Hurley by Greyhound Bus which 
she entered on in Milwaukee and left in Ironwood, Michigan. 
JOHNSON paid for the bus fare and was not told how she should 
travel from Milwaukee to Hurley, Wisconsin. 


In December, 1968, JOHNSON traveled from Milwaukee to 
Hurley via North Central Airlines which traveled from Mitchell 
Field, Milwaukee, to Minneapolis, Minnesota, to Ironwood, Michigan. 
JOHNSON also paid for the plane with her own funds, 


JOHNSON advised that she resided at the corner of 
12th and Silver Street while in Hurley and was employed at the 
Club Carnival as a stripper and "B" girl at a salary of $150 
a week. JOHNSON received no instructions while at the Club 
Carnival because she is. experienced as a "B" girl and stripper. 
JOHNSON advised that if she did anything out of line such as get 
fresh with customers or drink to excess, "Jackpot" would call her 
to his office and warn her against such activities. JOHNSON stated 
that she received commissions on any drinks she can get customers to 
buy for her during the course of the night. For a drink which costs 
$2, she gets a commission of 35¢, and if she sells a bottle of 
champagne which is priced at $15, $25, $30, and $50, she receives 
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a certain percentage but does not know exactly how much, 


JOHNSON stated that any prostitutional or immoral 
activities on the part of the "B" girls are not tolerated 
in the Club Carnival and that she has never received any 
instructions condoning these activities. 


JOHNSON stated that if a customer buys a bottle 
of champagne, they usually go to the booths in the Club 
and sit and drink with the customers, JOHNSON stated that 
the girls and the customers engage in necking and petting 
but have never engaged in any prostitutional activities. 
JOHNSON advised that they were not allowed to engage in any 
sexual activities with thecustomers while in the Club Carnival 
and that there is no facilities in the Club for such activities. 
JOHNSON denied any knowledge of prostitutional activities being 
carried on at the Club Carnival, and she knows no one at the 
Club who has observed such activities. JOHNSON stated that JOHN 
GASBARRI, to her knowledge, has never encouraged such activities 
in order to sell champagne and, to the contrary, prohibits such 
activities, 


JOHNSON stated she has no knowledge of any performers 
at the Club Carnival Show Bar or Band Box who were employed in 
1968 for the purpose of prostitution. 


JOHNSON stated that the only prostitutional activities 
in Hurley were being conducted at the Club 13 and the French 
Casino and that one of the girls who was employed as a prostitute 
was known as ROSIE, 


During the entire interview, MILDRED JOHNSON was drinking 
a substance which appeared to be a white wine, and she appeared to 
be inebriated. JOHNSON indicated to the interviewing Agents that 
she drinks very heavily and usually was intoxicated while employed 
at the Club Carnival.

She was hired by RICHARD MATTRELLA to work in the 
Galaxie Club, Newport, Ky., in September, 1968. The first 
part of November, 1968, she was approached by MATTRELLA to 
go to Hurley, Wisconsin, to dance since the hunting season 
was coming and there was a shortage of dancers. She stated 
that she went to Hurley as a favor to MATTRELLA. MATTRELLA 
furni z i and she, along with PATRICIA ne 
LEE, went from the Galaxie Club, 


Newpor Kentuck, o Hurley, Wisconsin, to dance. PATRICIA Rie 
A tere also dancing at the Galaxie 
Club Zor erore they went to Hurley. 
She stated that she has never used any type of 
booking agent for any of her jobs hecause she has never 


travelled to dance, exeept to go to Hurley and that she went 
there only as a favor for MATTRELLA. 


She advised that she has danced for several years 
and had worked for MATTRELLA at the Sportsman’s Club in 
. Covington, Kentucky, when she first started dancing. She 
has also worked at the Spotted Calf, Jai Alai, Galixie Club, 
all of Newport, Kentucky. She stated that the one trip to 
Hurley was the only out-of-town job that she has obtained. 


She stated that she and the other dancers were 

| transported from Newport, Kentucky, to Hurley, Wisconsin, by 

a truck-type station wagon, This truck was driven by a 

person known to her only as "DON", and that the only description 
she could give of him was that he was tall, about forty years 

of age. She stated that MATTRELLA only paid for the transportation 
to Hurley, as she and the ether dancers had to pay for all 

meals they ate enroute. 
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She stated that they drove straight through to Hurley 
and did not spend the night onroute. They arrived in Huricy 
early in the morning and were met at the restaurant near the 
Club Carnival by a man, name unknown, believed ta be the 
caretaker and showed them their rooms above the Club Showbar. 
it was required that all dancers were to live in rooms above 
the Club Showbar, and they were charged approximately 99,00 
each per day for these rooms. 


She stated that the afternoon after their arrival 
the met "JACK", last name unknown, who instructed thom of 
their working hours and he was supposedly the owner of the 
Club Carnival and the Showbar Club. She stated that she was 
to have worked from 7:00 PM to 1:00 AM in the Showbar and 
zrom 1:00 AM to 4:00 AM at the Club Carnival. She worked at 
a salary of $150.00 per week, plus commissions on drinks, 
Tho drinks for the giris were $2.00 a piece, and the girls 
received $.30 per drink. Champagne was sold for $25.00 per 
bottle and the girls roccived approximately $7.60 or $8.00 
commission per bottle. She stated that during hex tine at 
Hurley, she did not sell any bottles of champagne, but did 
sell several drinks. 


She stated that she received no instructions concern 
ing her dancing or drinking with customers and that she was 
never approached to carry on prostitution activities. She 
stated that she knew of no prostitution activities in the Show- 
Bar or Carnival Clubs in Hurley and she has never heard any 
rumors concerning prostitution activities being carried on 
at these establishments. She stated that it was the polic 
of the owners of these clubs to fire any girl who was suspicioned 
oi prostitution activities and that it was strictly against 
club policy to date or see any club customers after hours. 


She stated that the Master of Ceremonics of the shows 
at these clubs scheduled their dancing, but no other instructions 
were received. She stated that the timo spent drinking with 
a customer was left up to the girls! discretion and that she 
was not required to spend any certain amount of time with a 
customer. A dancer could or could not dance with a customer, 
depending on her thoughts. 
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She stated that she never observed any of the 
dancers or waitresses engaged in sexual or oral intercourse 
or any immoral acts with customers in the booths at the rear { 
ox the Club Carnival and had never heard any rumors of such 
activities. She stated that both the Club Carnival and the 
Showbar were well lighted and in her opinion, such activities 
could not be carried on unless it was obvious to everyone 
in the club. She stated that the one thing that puzzled her 
the most concerning Hurley was the waitrosses. Sho stated 
that the waitresses were constantly sitting with customers 


She returned, a waitress would be sitting with the customer 
that she just left. She stated that she and the girls who 
went to Hurley from the Galaxie Club were outcasts and did 
not associate with any of the regular dancers or waitresses. 


She stated that she was in the Club 13 and did 
not know anything about it and knew of no connections 
between Club 13 and the Showbar or Carnival Club, 


She stated that she worked in Hurley for two or 
three weeks and that she and PATRICIA LEE returned to Newport 
Kentucky by airplane as they did not like the "atmosphere" 
at the Showbar and Carnival Club. She stated that she and 
PATRICIA LEE paid their own transportation from Hurley, 
Wisconsin, back to Newport, Kentucky, and were not reimbursed 
by anyone, 


She stated that while she was employed at Hurley 
she was paid by "JACK", last name unknown, who she believed 
to be the owner of the Showbar and Clb Carnival. She again 
stated that she has never engaged in any prostitution activities 
and has never been approached to carry on such activities, 
She described "JACK" as short, heavy set, 572 and 50 years of 
age. 


After her arrival back in Newport, Kentucky, in 
thelatter part of November, 1968, she worked for the Galaxie

She stated that she is originally from Minnesota, 
and approximately five years ago she went to Hurley, Wisconsin, 
to dance at the Club Carnival. She obtained this job 
through the Joe Billo Agency, Minneapolis, Minnesota, 

She stated she worked in Hurley at the Carnival Club for 
JACK GASBARRI and RICHARD MATTRELLA. To her knowledge 
both GASBARRI and MATTRELLA owned both the Club Carnival 
and the Show Bar, but they have since dissolved their 
partnership, and MATRELLÁ now is in Newport, Kentucky, and . 
operates the Galaxie Club, and te her knowledge there is 

no connection between HATRELLA and GASBARRI at the present 
tine. 


She stated that while in Hurley she worked at the 
Club Carnival for approximately eighteen months during 1965 
and 1966 and then went to Minneapolis, Minnesota, and danced 
at the Copper Squirrel for about eighteen months, She stated 
that her job in Minneapolis was obtained by her, and she 
did not use an agent, She stated that agents are only used 
to get started in the business ar if a dancer is moving 
constantly around the country. 


She stated that in early 1968 or late 1967 she 
returned to the Club Carnival in Hurley, Wisconsin, to 
work, and she obtained this job by calling JACK GASBARRI 
and worked there until February 1968, at which time she 
came to Newport, Kentucky, to dance. Since that time i 
she has danced at the Club AS Jai Alai, Spotted Calf, 
and the Playgirl Lounge. 
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She stated that while in Hurley she was hircd at a 
salary of $125 per week plus commissions on drinks, She was 
not forced to drink with customers, but the drinks were 
$2.00 each, and the dancers received a commission of thirty 
cents per drink, Bottles of champagne were sold to customers 
hee a and the girls received approximately $6.80 per 

e, 


She stated that one of the waitresses at the Carnival 
Club (name unvecalled) instructed her as to what her salary 
would be and the amount of comission she would receive on 
drinks. No one instructed her as to drinking with customers, 
and this was left to the discretion of the girls. She was 
not instructed about dancing, although the master of ceremonics 
for the different shows scheduled all of the dancing. 


She stated that she has never been approached by 
GASBARRI or MATTRELLA or anyonceélse to carry on prostitution 
activities, She stated that prostitution has never been 
mentioned in any of her dancing engagements. 


She stated that she has never engaged in sexual 
or oral intercourse with any customers while on the premises 
of the Club Carnival or any other establishment which she 
bas worked fon and if any girl tried to hustle, she would 
immediately he fired by the management as dancers are not 
permitted to see or date customers after hours. She stated 
that she has never observed anyother dancers or waitresses 
engaged in sexual or oral intercourse or any other immoral 
activities with customers in the booths at Club Carnival. 


She stated that in her opinion and to the best of 
her knowledge, all dancers hired at the Club Carnival and 
Show Bar were hired strictly as dancers, and nothing was 
ever mentioned concerning them carrying on prostitution 
activities with customers, She stated that Hurley, Wisconsin, 
has a very bad reputation concerning prostitution, but in 
her opinion, these beliefs are eompletcly falso. 


She stated she had her own apartment while in Hurley 
and was not required to Live above any of the show bars.

BETTY SHIFFRA, age about 49, sister of one of the 
owners, DICK MATTRELLA, who resides in Milwaukee, Wisconsin 
and who is not a regular employee.

AGGIE PERLBERG, age about 56, who formerly worked 
at the Club Galaxie or ano Club in Newport, Kentucky.

HELEN CASPER (waitress on the bar side of the Club 
Carnival, who has been employed 10 or 12 years). 


She is the agent for the Show Bar which was open for 
one week during the past hunting season. The Ritz Corporation, 
for whichshe is agent and which has a license for the Show Bar, 
was set up by her bosses at the Club Carnival. She did not 
actually work at the Show Bar. She never received "a dime! 
for agreeing to be agent for the Ritz Corporation and getting 
the license for the Show Bar. She did it because JACK GASBARRI 
asked her to. She thinks that AGGIE PERLBERG was the bartender 
at the Show Bar during the past hunting season.

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CEREL, JACK GASBARRI's wife, did not work at she 
Show Bar but was at the Show Bar overseeing. the :work. 


Regarding drinks bought for entertainers at the 
Club Carnival by customers, she said she had nothing to do 
with the counting of the drinks. Alcoholic beverages were 
not served at the Club Carnival after 1 am. ‘The entertainers 
danced until 4 am. After 1 am near beer, pop, coffee, and 
non-alcoholic champagne were sold to customers. All drinks 
purchased by customers for their own consumption cost $L. 
Drinks purchased for entertainers, either before or after 
L am cost $2 per drink. Champagne and non-aleoholic 
champagne, the Latter sold after 1 am, cost the customers 
anywhere from $10 to $30 a bottle. 


Customers were permitted to sit anywhere with 
entertainers, there was no privacy, and all was in the open. 
They would alse use the 3 back booths. The Club Carnival 
was "all lit up” and you could see very well. There were 
no lights on the booths. Colored lights were behind the 
bar and behind the stage at the back of the Club Carnival. 
There were no time limits that a customer could spend 
with entertainers on the purchase of one bottle of champagne. 
She does not know how much commission entertainors received 
on the sale of a bottle of champagne. 


No prostitution took place at the Club Carnival. 
She added she would not work there if there had bean any. 
She said she has never observed any prostitution at the 
Club Carnival. She cannot see the back booths from the bar 
where she worked. When a customer asked her what he was 
going to get for buying a bottle of champagne she told the 
customer "just clean company." She has never heard of any 
entertainer engaging in sexual intercourse with the customers 
at the Club Carnival. No entertainer has ever said anything 
to her about having sexual intercourse with customers. She 
added that she dees not want to know what is going on. When 
asked as to her explanation for that remark she said to 
Scratch it out, what she meant to say was that she does not 
know of any prostitution at the Club Carnival, has never seen 
. any, and has never received any complaints concerning same. 


She said she did not serve drinks in the back 
booths while working the bar. After the bar closed she walked 


mm 
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around the Carnival, seating people and seeing who needed a 
pee She added she was not a boss, just merely worked 
there. 


She stated neither LOIS GASBARRI or WILLIAM DESAUTEL 
from the Club 13 has ever left any money or package with her 
at the Club Carnival to give to JACK GASBARRI or MATTRELLA. 

She knows of no connection between the Club Carnival and the 
Club 13. LOIS GASBARRI has been on the restaurant side of 
the Club Carnival occasionally after closing hours for the bar. 


REDOLPRI stated she has never been arrested. Sho 
advised she has worked at only 3 places in Hurley; the Club 
fiesta and the Bell Chalet, years ago, and now the Club 
Carnival,
